That's exactly what I am fixin to do. I know that it can be done in 
matlab (which I ma not really comfortable with) and I think that it can 
be done in Maple V (which I am comfortable with). 

There is also a program called kyplot on the zdnet shareware board that 
can convolve spreadsheet columns. 


Seems to me that the output of a convolution operation should only 
contain those frequencies shared by the input and the filter operator. 
However, if you auto correlate two sine waves of different frequencies 
and pass them through eachother, you will receive an output even though 
the two don't share any common frequencies. What frequencies will the 
output contain? Intuition tells me that the output will contain a 
component with the input frequency, a component with the frequencies 
contained in the filter operator. Will sum and difference frequencies 
be generated also? I don't see an intuitive answer. 


DSP was in widespread use when I worked as a seismic interpreter for a 
major oil company 20 years ago. It was drilled into our heads that the 
only frequencies present in the output of the filtering operation would 
be those frequencies shared by the input and the operator. Now, 20 
years later, I am still thinking about it and I realize that what I was 
taught then may have been a generalization. 


Congrats on the move to Toronto. Guess you are working on a grad 
degree?

Greetings from Alaska....Land of lots of snow today. 


I have been thinking about the impact of people like KI5TF, Jim Hale, 
down there in the forests and hills of Arkansas. He seems to be a 
standout person in the world of QRPp...operations below 1 watt. He likes 
QRPp and is certainly not afraid to tell us about it. :-) Chuck 
Adams, K7Q0 was the first one I really noticed trying to do WAS awards 


with less than one watt and I know there are/were many others. However, 
I think I largely figured it didn't apply to me...in Alaska...the Black 
Hole of HF propagation. Ask the poor hams who visited Alaska in recent 
years with their trusty 20 meter rigs. Several have told me they were 

convinced their radios were broken. 


A few weeks back I began to wonder about my QRP WAS records after 
looking at KJ5TF's QRPp records. See: 

http: //www.madisoncounty.net/~kj5tf/index. html 

I decided to pull out my logs and see what I had really done over the 
last several years. I was surprised. I initially posted 49 states via 
QRP and 23 states via QRPp to my web site( http://www.qsl.net/al7fs/ ). 
In the QRPp mW CW contest, I picked up three more new ones at QRPp 
levels bringing the total to 26. And conditions were rotten. My current 
standings are now as follows: 


49 states total via QRP - power 98.345 watts. Or 2.007 Watts per state 
(Still need Nebraska) 


26 states total via QRPp - power 18.445 watts. Or 709 mW per state 


I don't go after QSL cards...that's not where my interest lies but QRPp 
is fun. It can be done even from Alaska. I encourage you all to try 

it. When I got my 200,000+ miles per watt award, it was only the second 
award I had applied for in a long time. (The last one was 2 Meter WAS in 
1981.) 


I noticed that ARCI has implemented a new mW endorsement for the WAS 
Award. If you already have WAS, and QRP WAS, this will put fire back 
into ham radio for you again! This award endorsement is mentioned on 
KI5TF's site at http://www.madisoncounty.net/~kj5t£/howto. html 
although it is not yet noted on the ARCI Awards Page at 

http: //www.qrparci.org/arciawds.html 


Everyone have a Happy New Year and I look forward to many more QRPp 
contacts with each of you as conditions allow.

> A numerical filter with a number of taps(numeric values).

How do you design your "numerical filter?" You design an operator that you pass 
your input signal through. The operator should be a wavelet containing all 
freqs you want in the output. 


> Convolution: 
> At this point, convolution means "filtering the input signal". 
> 


You can call it that. Actually, convolution is the mathematical procedure (just 
like addition and subtraction are mathematical procedures) for pasing the input 
signal through the filter operator. 


> Results: 

> Depending on the type of filter (high pass, Low pass, bandpass) 
> the output 

> should be the desired frequency "10 hz". 

> But how well the 100 hz is reduced, depends on the number and 

> accuracy of the filter coefficients. 

> 


Well, the output signal should depend on the frequency content of the wavelet in 
the filter operator. 


> The parts of your question that I didn't fully understand: 
> 1. description of the input signal...does it have two frequency 


> components?

> 2. description of the filter (range of the filter..does it cover the 
> range 100hz...10hz?) 

> 


It can cover anything except the input freq. I worded the original problem such 
that the the frequency content of the input signal and the frequency content of 
the filter operator were mutually exclusive. 


I would like to thank everyone for their thoughts on the topic. At the thread 
has gone from zero replies to high bandwidth. Maybe we need to design a filter 
operator? Seriously, my next step will be to play with a modelling program and 
see what turns up.

Hello Mark: 


May I suggest that you use your current 66' dipole/feedline as an antenna on 80 
meters, and possibly on 160 meters as well? Likely you have seen postings here 
on QRP-L suggesting using such an arrangement as a top-loaded vertical. This is 
accomplished by tying the two feedline wires together just above the point 
where they touch the earth. As with any vertical you would have to provide some 
sort of ground return system such as radials. A vertical antenna should run 
circles around a low-set dipole for working the distance between 5-land and New 
Jersey (and beyond). 


The 30' feedline "vertical" would be top-loaded by the two, 66' dipole wires. 
If you take the 30' plus the 66' on a side, the total is 96'. The other dipole 
wire will add loading as well so you will find that the antenna is too long for 
80 meters, and too short for 160 meters. Adding a variable capacitor in series 
with the base of the vertical can be used to tune out the inductive reactance 
on 80 meters. Likewise, an appropriate inductor can be added in series with the 
base of the vertical to tune out the capacitive reactance on 160 meters. Now, 
depending on how much ground loss you have at your location, you might need to 
use a matching transformer to make your transceiver happy. If you have a lot of 
ground loss (not a good thing) you may find that you get a close match to 50 
Ohms. A more elegant way to match the antenna on each band would be to use an 
L-network (LC) for each band and switch them in and out as necessary. This type 
of network allows you to tune out the reactance and provide a proper impedance 
transformation on each band. 


Some very useful tools for getting things set up just right are: EZNEC modeling 
software, an ARRL handbook for L-network information (this is just one of many 
sources), and an MFJ259B antenna analyzer - when your really ready to finalize 
things. 


You will find a couple of articles on top-loaded verticals in recent issues of 
QST. One each appeared in the March and October 1998 issues. Another appeared 
in the ARRL Antenna Compendium (Vol. 6) and is specifically about flat-top 
vertical antennas (I know of these articles from personal experience). 
Additionally, I would check the W4RNL web-site. There you will find a wealth of 
information on antenna loading (and just about everything else related to 
antenna design) suitable for this application. 


By the way, use the dipole "as is" with a transmatch, on 40 meters and up.

I should also point out that if you want to do a simple step-up DC to DC 
converter, several chip makers have demo boards available free or at nominal 
cost that are all set up to do this. Linear Technology in particular has 
hundreds of different demo boards for different applications. 


Look through their catalog for a couple of chips that would do what you 
want, or call the local distributor or rep and ask for an apps engineer and 
tell him what you need (voltage ranges, power needed, etc.). He'll be able 
to recommend a chip, then ask if there is a demo board for the chip that you 
can get. It will come with all the discrete components needed as well. 


Be sure to tell them how much noise you can tolerate, there are some VERY 
low noise switcher designs now, rivaling linear regulators.

I had three paragraphs written on the subject of why manuals aren't 
used these days and decided to change my comments. I have been in electronic 
and computer support now for about thirty years. From experience at least 
for the last ten or more years our questions are mostly answered right from 
the operations manual. So it is clear that even though the manual is shipped 
with the product it isn't looked at as a reference guide. It is easier to 
place a call, wait on hold, ask our questions, than it is to spend time 
reading. I expect the folks selling the manual separately have found this 
to be true also. I have observed hams receiving a new rig at our company 
radio club, open the box plug in the rig and start tuning. Then without 
looking for the manual asking the question, "now I wonder how this works," 
and continuing to try to make something work. I think one of the hardest 
parts of designing a rig must be protecting the rig from something happening 
by someone doing something dumb they aren't even supposed to be doing. 


So I don't see anything wrong with selling the manual as a separate 
item.

I have been getting some excellent feedback and suggestions 
from the beta testers and others on the ElmeRadio. Doug 
Hendricks was kind enough to give me a load of suggestions 
via a telephone conversation just before the holidays. There 
are not many who have contributed as much to amateur radio 
as Doug. As I have said before, there are two kinds of hams 
in this world, those who just talk and complain and those 
who roll up their sleeves and do something (well, maybe 
there are three kinds of hams. I complain a lot, but I am 
trying to do something, also). Doug and his friends at 
NorCal have done some amazing stuff for us--at a great 
sacrifice of time and effort. It makes me feel bad that I 
haven't done more. 


Charles Kitchin has been extremely helpful, too. His 
detailed critiques of the ElmeRadio and equally detailed 
list of suggestions have be invaluable. I appreciate this 
guy's candor and honesty. He has done much to keep me 
grounded in reality throughout the project.

My understanding of DSP is sketchy at best. From what little I do 
understand, your question doesn't make a lot of sence to me. 


DSP filters are implemented by performing a type of "moving average" 
of input signal amplitude samples presented to the DSP by an A/D 


converter. 


The way in which the samples are averaged, operated on by constants 


and the number of samples used will determine what kind of filter is 
realized and what it's shape is. Exactly how one figures out how 
these operations are performed and how to translate them into 
computer code is what boggles my mind :-) 


If a 100 Hz input signal is operated on by a 10 Hz "wavelet" (what 
ever that is) the result would be either modulation of the 100 Hz 
signal by 10 Hz or mixing of the two, but certianly not a filter 
function.

I have a 30% shortened 80 & 160M inverted Vee dipole 
hanging 50ft in the air. I built them several years 
ago when I had this great software. I dont have it 
now. It was called something like Reduc3, or like 
that. 


Now I get asked how many turns on what size PVC form, 
and how long is each wire on each side of the traps, 
to make one of these. 


Does anyone have the number crunching stuff to help me 
out please? 


Its a great way to get on these bands. The "A" length 
is connected at one end to the coax, and the other end 
goes to one side of the coil. 


And the coil isnt exactly in the center, so you cant 
guess. hi 


Then wire "B" connects to the other side of the coil, 
and the far end of B is tied off on some object. 


Naturally there are two sides, like on any dipole so 
make two. 2) 


As I recall 30% was the best "deal" for signal loss, 
BUT, at some locations more reduction may be 
necessary. Can someone give us the data for 30% AND a 
full 50% reduction for 80 & 160M please? 


I used #12 or #14 house copper wire wound on 2" PVC, 
about 12 or 14" long. 


I might be able to count the turns on that coli if I 
used binoculars, Hi! 


Hope someone can attack the keyboard and give us an 
answer if its no trouble.

Thanks to Vince, VE3VFN I have the software neeeded to 
make shortened dipoles. It gives you everything you 
need. No need for any other figuring. 


Email me if interested. It runs on gwbasic, and I can 
tell you where to get that free also. 


For a 1.810mHz dipole shortened by 30%, for example. 

You can use a 2" form, at 8 turns per inch wind 53.1 

turns on a form 10.6" long. Wire "B" has feedpoint at 
one and a coil connection at the other, and is 36.2ft 
long. Wire "A" connects on the other end of the coil, 
and is 54.3ft long. The ends of both A wires is tied 

off at a good angle for best SWR reading. 


For a 50% reduced dipole for 1.810, the same 2" form 


is 17.2" long and has 106.2 turns. Wow. Wire B is 
25.86' and A is 38.78' long. 


I hurried, I hope I got this all right! 


I let my dipole hang down at the ends in an upside 
down V, and adjusted for best SWR. 


Email me for the free software. If I can figure out 
HOW, I'll put it on my website for easy download. 
Along with GWBASIC. 


You can chose diferent size forms and play around. 
Good software!
